Meyers was working in the corn 
field with his younger brother, Ralph, 
and when they left their home they 
took with them a shot gun with which 
to hunt rabbits which they might see 
in the field.

The second habeas corpus hearing 
fo r Hugh Burrell, the ex-banker at 
Brownstown, was held this morning 
at 9 o’clock at Muskogee. 
No further 
particulars of the case have been re­ 
ceived here, and it is hardly possible 
that the result o f the hearing this 
morning will be known here before 
an early hour this evening.

hearing Burrell was released, but was 
immediately rearrested by Attorney 
M cAdam s, who had been sworn in 
as a deputy sheriff.

bondsmen upon his $10.000 bond, de­ 
sired to withdraw from the bond and 
surrender the prisoner.

The Montau k tribe of Indians is of­ 
ficially and legally dead. 
It is so writ 
in the records, and the wav es beating 
against the Long Island shore moan it 
as a requ iem. 
Before <’olu tu bu s or Cabot set sail 
for the hemisphere somewhere far 
away to the u nknown west the ancient 
Montau ks, Indians alike of land and 
sea, were wont to greet the su n as it 
rose with smiling face from ou t the 
deep or toss their weather tanned 
heads when the wav es welled in stormy 
tu mu lt. 
Now from the deck of the 
passing liner one may pictu re the bent 
figu re that once ty pified the grandeu r 
of a race that was. 
Long Island in the day s before the 
coining of the Du tch was called Island 
of Shells, 
it was the aboriginal treas­ 
u re hou se, the home of that which 
spelled wealth. 
Wampu m grew there­ 
on as the gold nestles in the rocks. 
Wampu m was Indian money ; it was 
made from the stock or stem of the 
periwinkle. 
Paqu e was a mediu m of 
ex change of lesser v alu e, 
it was cu t 
from the pu rple heart of the hard 
clam shell. Some bronze face financier 
gav e the flat that the sand banks were 
to be the tribal depositories, and from 
that time on, for generation after gen­ 
eration, 
Montau k 
was at once the 
bou rse and the Wall street of Indian 
operations. 


Pequots Found E a s y Money. 
One day when Long Island sou nd 
lay 
warm and placid 
twoscore or 
more of Pequ ots who liv ed on tin* 
Connecticu t shore bu ndled into their 
canoes and paddled ov er to the head 
lands of Montau k for a fight. 
It was 
a 
sad 
affair. 
The 
Montau ks 
were 
trimmed. 
That night when the Pe­ 
qu ots pointed their barks for Connec­ 
ticu t they carried with them a portion 
of their neighlK>rs’ bank roll. 
It didn't take long for the news to 
get arou nd that the Montau ks had 
most of the ready cash. 
A consider 
able tribe of ambitiou s and hopefu l In 


dians, known as the Narragansetts, 
occu pied, among other places, what is 
now fashionable Newport. 
So they 
sent part of the nav al reserv e of the 
tribe to make a demonstration on the 
Island. 
This time the Montau ks weren’t so 
easy . 
They met the Narragansetts on 
the beach and fou ght them u ntil dark. 
Some time thereafter, or abou t 16 41, 
an u nderstanding was arriv ed at by 
which the Montau ks and the Narra­ 
gansetts got along withou t fu rther 
fighting. 


Sold Land F o r Kiss. 
When the Indians began to dispose 
of their lands on Long Island they at 
first got real Du tch money or Its equ al 
in u sable barter. 
Bu t it wasn’t al­ 
way s so. 
Take the gallant old Chief 
Smackatagh, for ex ample. 
He held a 
considerable stretch of wav e washed 
land on the ocean side of the island. 
One Sally Iligbee, a bu x om y ou ng 
maiden, was anx iou s to acqu ire a tract 
u pon which she and her intended hu s­ 
band might make their home. 
Smack­ 
atagh—su ggestiv e name, in v iew of the 
incident—offered to sell the requ ired 
acres. 
‘TIow mu ch?” asked Sally , leaning 
against the door and rolling her hands 
u p in her apron. 
The big chief's solemn face broke 
into it grin as he replied that he wou ld 
sell It for a kiss. 
W hat did Sally do? 
Why , she sat down with her father, 
who knew a thing or two abou t su ch 
laws of contracts as obtained at the 
time, and drew u p a contract, which 
the chief signed. 
Then she tu rned her 
plu mp cheek to the Indian, who kiss- 
j 
ed It and went away satisfied. 
In 16 59 , when all the Montau ks of 
fighting age were su mmoned to cou n­ 
cil, their nu mber ex ceeded 6 00. 
W ar­ 
fare and sickness made su ch great in­ 
roads du ring the nex t three generations 
that instead of increasing in nu mber 
they had become less than 200 in 17 59 . 
In 18 29 a tribal roll call was answered 
by only thirty , and forty y ears there­ 
after there were only twerby . 


Tribe N o w Extinct. 
The last real cou ncil of the tribe was 
conv ened in the early sev enties. Chief 
Dav id Pharaoh went to the cou ncil ar­ 
ray ed in all the ancient plu mery of the 
Montau ks and called his followers to 
their places fn a semicircle arou nd him. 
lie passed the pipe from one to another 
in silence and then addressed them as j 
tne father of the tribe. Cou ld it be, he : 
asked, that the tribe, which had liv ed 
for centu ries in happiness on Long Is- 
j 
land, was doomed t<» ex tinction? W hat 
had the tribesmen to say ? Nothing. 
For half a centu ry more or less the j 
Montau k Indian lands hav e been in liti­ 
gation. 
Deeds bearing date of 16 6 0 
were shown in cou rt du ring tlie sev - ! 
eral hearings. 
What the tribe might 
hav e su cceeded in accomplishing had 
it been able to cou nt its people on the 
fingers of two hands and prov e that 
they still liv ed together u nder tribal 
conditions need not lead to specu lation, | »

Then he handed it to Mr. Wicker- 
sham's secretary with the remark, ‘‘I 
gu ess that will ex plain my position.” 
After that he stamped ou t of the of­ 
fice.

A MEDICAL TR UST 


Logansport D octor Says T h ere Is One 


in Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 8. — When 
Charles D. Pettigrew' of Logansport 
appeared to show cause why his li­ 
cense should not be revoked, the old an­ 
tagonism between the advertising and 
nonadvertising physicians held the at­

necessity for him to get after Roose­ 
velt in the courts in a suit for slander. 
It is stated that Colonel Isaac M. Ull- 
man, president of the chamber of com­ 
merce, is officiating as general peace 
envoy between Roosevelt and Baldwin. 
He is very anxious that the colonel

the govcrnor-ele^t shall 
break 
bread in a peaceful union at the ban­ 
quet.

of the 
charges of misconduct made 
against 
him 
by Gifford Pinchot and others. 
The majority report, which has just 
been 
submitted to congress, is 
in 
strik ing contrast to the report made 
last September by the minority, mem­ 
bers, who held that Mr. Ballinger was 
unfit for office and ought to be dis­ 
missed. 
The fight over the two re­ 
ports will now be carried Bito the sen­ 
ate and the house. The minority mem­ 
bers of the investigating committee 
held a meet " i and decided to main­ 
tain that their report drawn last Sep­ 
tember is the bona fide report of the 
committee and the document just sub­ 
mitted by the majority members is 
without official standing. The minori­ 
ty members will contend that their re­ 
port was adopted by a majority of the 
committeemen who attended a meet­ 
ing regularly called by the chairman 
in St. Paul last September, and that 
sijrh is the only “majority report” en­ 
titled to consideration by congress. 
Several of the Republican members 
of the committee were absent from the 
St. Paul meeting and the Republicans 
who have now submitted their find­ 
ings held that the Democratic report 
was ‘a snap report.” 
One 
Republican, 
Representative 
Madison 
of 
Kansas, 
an 
insurgent, 
joined with the Democrats in the re­ 
port which they made three months 
ago condemning Ballinger. 
With the 
assistance of Representative Madison 
the Democrats controlled the St. Paul 
meeting by a vote of five to four, and 
when the regular Republicans realized 
what the Democratic game was, sev­ 
eral of them withdrew from the meet­ 
ing so as to prevent the presence of a 
quorum. 
A special rule will have to he adopt­ 
ed in the house before the fight over 
the reports can be carried to the floor, 
but the Democrats believe they will 
be able to get enough votes to accom­ 
plish this. 
In the senate the question 
can be brought up without difficulty. 
Friends of the administration expect 
to see a bitter contest and perhaps a 
good deal of mud thrown over the two 
reports of the committee. 
They do^ 
not expect Gifford PinelTot to tak e his 
medicine without stirring up further 
trouble. The majority report just sent 
to congress is signed hv Senators Nel­ 
son of Minnesota, chairman; Flint of 
California. Sutherland of Utah and 
Root of New York , and Representa­ 
tives McCall of Massachusetts, Olm- 
stead of Pennsylvania and Denhy of 
Michigan, all Republicans. 
After stating that the evidence pre­ 
sented related in the main to charges 
of various k inds against Mr. Ballinger, 
and that these came chiefly from two 
sources—L. R. Glavls and Gifford Pin­ 
chot—the majority announced the fol­ 
lowing conclusion;
